• to the Secretary of the Council of 
Durham Colleges. 

It Is Important that preliminary 
enquiries be addressed to the uni- 
versities at least one full year be- 
fore the proposed date of entiy. 
and final applications should be 
made no later than December for 
the following October. Th

Candidates fcr 
postgraduate and research work 
should present evidence of stand 
ing In the form of letters of recom- 
mendation from professors who aie 
familiar with the applicant's work.

coopcratlvc composed of economic 
and Industrial relations experts 
who have united to solve the prob- 
lem so neatly as to make McGlll's 
smoking population Jump for joy. 

This cooperative is composed of 
twelve members of the Commerce 
administrative and teaching staff 
and some graduate students. It 
began with a capital of one dollar 
per member and this has been used 
to acquire a sleek looking and 
highly efficient cigarette machine. 
All have become experts in Its use 
by" now and the labor problem has 
been solved by one member of the 
group, industrial relations expert 
and Director of the School of Com- 
merce, Professor H. D. Woods. 

At first the Janitor' at Purvis 
Hall was given the Job of making 
the cigarettes in return for free 
smokes. But he could not keep up 
with the demand and so members 
of the cooperative now contribute 
their own labor, paying one cent 
for each cigarette they consume. 
This money Is used to purchase 
more tobacco. 

We examined the product of this 
cooperative and found It to be 
well filled and of good manufacture 
and our Interest was furth 
bightcned by the fact that ccon 
mists in the group have determined 
that 25 cents is saved on each pack 
of cigarettes. 

A statistical brain in the co 
operative has found that retail 
cigarette sales, which have dropped 
11 per cent since the recent In 
crease in price, has only another 
two per cent to fall before the 
government starts to lose revenue 
from their action. 

Eugene Grasbcrg, Economics 
conference leader, spoke of the co- 
operative as pioneers at McGill 
and the group stands ready to 
offer the advice they have gained 
from experience to any students 
wishing to sot up their own 
cigarette-rolling organization.

However, this is hot to say that fraternities' 
have little effect on student life. Just at this 
period approximately five hundred men stu- 
dents arc being "rushed" for the male frnter- 
nitics and a proportionate number of female 
students in the women's fraternities. Added to 
the present membership of these fraternities, 
the number of students involved is of some 
significance. The Daily feels that an open 
discussion of the place and value of fraterni- 
ties at this particular time in the school year 
would be of definite value both to new 
"rushecs" and those students who have often 
wondered about the status of these groups on 
the qampus.

Fraternities and Brotherhood 



A recent editorial reprinted in this paper 
I fainted the usual black picture of fraternities. 
I The strong body of adverse opinion that has 

"ï.devclopcd against fraternities cannot be 
without foundation. Fraternities arc not the 
fine organizations their founders internal them 
to be. Perhaps this is because fraternity men 
and their critics have forgotten the principle 
on which they ore based; the one purpose 
k that justifies their existence. 
I Fraternities are based on a concept of 
I brotherhood. This ideal was set forth by a 
r- well-known teacher just over nineteen cen- . 
I Hurles ago. In the world in its present situ- 
ation the concept of the brotherhood of man 
is just a laugh. We arc clearly not sufficiently 
' are for such an ideal yet. Possibly in 2000 
re years the phrase "love your enemy" will 
vc some meaning. However brotherhood 
s a meaning on a lower plane. The word 
friendship has been massacred, by popular 
usage. In its strict sense it has nothing to do 
with-"social contacts," fellowship, or acquain- 
tances, It is based on understanding and 
"love" in the biblical sense. This is a rare 
commodity. One man in a life time can rarely 
make more than half a dozen such 'friends; 
and it is indeed lonely for the person who 
goes- through life confiding only in himself. . 

This soil of friendship takes years to 
develop nnd requires much give and take 
•on behnlf of both pnrlics. The college years 
are the ideal times to plant such seeds or to 





cultivate any already sown. This can not be 
done in the class room alone. A good start is 
mode on tennis, in clubs nnd other college 
activities, but in these there is always an-- 
other more prominent objective than learning 
to understand your companions. Here is where 
the fraternity should step in, These organiza- 
tions can do nothing of vnluc except provide 
the opportunity for developing friendships. 
By their very nature t hoy must be relatively 
small. It is a shame that there are not more 
on this campus so that a greater proportion 
of the students could have this opportunity. 
In this sense they are exclusive. As friends 
only invite friends to join they must be con- 
' sidered as discriminating. 

. It must be admitted, however, that frat- 
ernities are highly inefficient at realizing their 
objective. The practice, as is so often the case, 
is removed from the theory. Fraternities arc 
often nothing more than lunch clubs nnd a 
place for a Saturday night party. Some fratcr- 
nties make wild exhibitions in public. Some 
members feci that initiation makes them a 
superior type of individual. These bad 'char- 
characteristics and others nrc unfortunate but 
they seem to be a function of the fallible hu-i 
man species. In these respects fraternities have 
failed, but where they may have succeeded 
there is no adequate yardstick; Onlv in the 
case of those small few who have found 
their lives enriched by fraternity can their 
success be measured.

Balance to the- Picture

|fwWe are writing this letter in answer to tlie 
■Worial recently printed in The Varsity, stu- 
nt newspaper of the University of Toronto, 
Jhd reprinted in- the Monday issue of The 
pbaily.: We do so as it is our conviction that, 
were 3: more balanced picture presented, those 
who tare most concerned in considering the 
pros, and cons, of fraternity life would he nblc 
to do so not merely through prejudice drawn 
from hearsay, but with the actunl facts before 
them. 

The writer insists on clniming that frater- 
nities have no part in n democratic way of life. 
Is this ; bccatisc he feels that only those things 
congenial to the overwhelming majority 
should be tolerated? Wo beg to differ. It is 
surely one of the chief assumptions of the 
principles of freedom, that even those unfor- 
tunate to be in the minority should be allowed 
to pursue their oetivitics. As with evcrv other 
minority organization, frntemities have to 
combat the disapproval of the majority. Tho 
fact that this is so docs not mean that they 
wish to exclude themselves from the activities 
of that majority, but only that by their very 
nature, the fact that in so many cases their 
1 members have friendships and 'interests be- 
I -yond their "tight little groups" is ignored. 

Wo should like to know what objections 
can be raised by the "mature mind operating 
in a democratic society" against provision for 
"sdcial contacts for a group of, congenial stu- 
dents in different faculties and years." Since 
presumably the individuals concerned are pos- 
sessed of this "mature mind," they will he able 
to see beyond the tension caused by the inevit- 
nhle pressure brought to hear upon both mem- 
ber and rushec at this lime. Because, despite 
this tension, much of whic.h can be avoided 
by n saner approach In the business of rushing; 
it. is n period in which many valuable and in- 



teresting contacts can be made and enjoyed, 
even if a fraternity is not eventually joined, 
If one inquired into the rushing principles 
of any one fraternity, he would find that indi- 
vidualism is stressed rather than discouraged. 
•The writer should not think that nn individu- 
ality is swamped merely because it has the 
good fortune to be surrounded bv others con- 
genial to itself. 

The writer is himself the first to admit 
that fraternities indulge in tho luxury of high 
ideals, nnd it is noticeable that he has pro- 
victor] no concrete basis for his statement that 
hose ideals are not carried nul. He has con- 
tented himself uith dismissing Ihem. We onlv 
ask that those who wish (o get a fair picture 
of fraternity life should investigate the 
amount of work done by* frnternnl organiza- 
tions in Ihe field of social welfare alone. It 
mieht. also bo in order to remind the render 
that when campus activities nrc in need of 
student assistance, it hn* boon proved in tho 
past that fraternities can be counted on to give 
their wholehearted support, as a body, not 
merely as individuals. 

We nrc flnttered by the writer's supposi- 
tion thnt fraternities constitute n "privileged 
group." We should not have thought from his 
article that h* considered this to be the case. 
We should like, however, to stress that our 
grounds for agreeing with him are far differ- 
ent from those on which he bases his argu- 
ment. Contrary to the expectations of their 
detractors, fraternities, on a surprisingly fre- 
quent number of occasions, have the" good 
fortune to believe in those ideals which hnvc 
been set before them. The fact thnt they mnv 
not always live up to these is hardly "a just 
reason for their condemnation, Even 'the "ex- 
clusive" are fallible.

Dr. Mllos Mlad 
professor of Slavonic history at 
MeGIll, Is able lo speak twelve 
languages, although In his own 
estimation he only "knows" thèse 
tongues. "There Is a difference," 
he nays, "It Is not possible . to 
speak a language unless one con- 
tinually practises It. .Any lapse of 
time thickens the dust always 
lying about In every head." 

An amazingly proficient linguist, 
he occasionally finds himself think- 
ing In English, French, Italian or 
German, and sometimes mixes up 
tho Slavonic languages which arc 
very similar. 

Dr. Mladcnovlc claims 
menai English vocabul 
result of his knowlcdg 
and Latin. Ho learned 
listening to the radio all day, and 
although he had acted ss an in- 
terpreter for British officials In a 
European concentration camp, on 
arrival In this country, his know- 
ledge of English was small. 

Born In Serbia, near the Bul- 
garian border, his main Interests 
have been In languages, especially 
those of Turkish origin, and Dr, 
Mladcnovlc claims that when he 
waa younger he had a great pas- 
s'on for maths. He finds a great 
similarity between these two sub- 
jects and poetry 

His reason for coming to America 
was McQIII's advertisement for 
a professor of Slavonic History, 
which he came across while in a 
concentration camp. He applied 
for the position and was accepted. 

About Canadians, he shares the 
opinion of his wife, who claims, 
"I like them. I don't know why, I 
just like them." Dr. Mladenovlc 
himself says that Canadians arc 
friendly, easy to get along with, 
and generous. For Canada he sees

Islant a great economic future which will 
become the basis of Canadian cul- 
ture, blending Ihe influence ol 
European Immigrants with what Is 
essentially Canadian, to form an 
individualistic culture. 

"The people who will . make 
Canada great are her students," 
claims the doctor, and he contrasts 
the eager, natural and energetic 
Canadian student with the more 
mature, serious Europeans, who, 
affected by the political and econ- 
omic crises which have shaken 
their continent, aro too old for 
their age. 

Because the compétition In ob- 
taining Jobs la so keen, Ihe Euro- 
lté their time, 
chosen subjects 
neglecting sports and recréa 
tlonal activities. 

On the subject of war with Com- 
munist forces, he claims, "It it not 
so probsble as everyone seems to 
think. The Slav peasants are 
neither pro or antl Communist. 
They do not want war, but will tide 
with the forces offering them the 
best living conditions. "Fan- 
Slavism was a farce," he says, "a 
nice big chocolate with poison In 
the centre." 

Always Interested In the prob- 
lems of Asiatic Russia and its 
military and political history, he 
hopes to begin a book on the sub- 
ject sometime next year, approach- 
ing it from a different aspect thin 
any of our writers. He Is walling 
only lo improve .his English and 
obtain suitable material. 

"I want to speak with the out- 
look of a Canadian and at the same 
time as one having an intimate 
knowledge of . Slavonic peoples/ 
states Dr. Mladcnovlc. He hopes lo 
further an interest in all aspects 
of Slavonic history and culture.

The benefits that 
these girls received because of their 
experience will be felt in ttc 
schools and communities to which 
ley returned. 

The period on the ship was prn 
fltably employed. Active games 
lessons on the making of the Houses 
of Parliament, lessons on courtsy 
Jng, etc.. took up most of the time

On their last day 
in London, tHcy visited Bucking- 
ham Palace.
